RUNAWAY HORSE 
KICKS MAN DEAD 
IN NINTH STREET 


Pedestrians Near. Olive Street 
See John G. Goebel. Meet 
His Death. 





In view of an immense downtown 
throng, John G. Goebel, wedged between 
the dashboard and singletree of his 
buggy, was dragged two blocks Monday 
along Ninth street to. Olive, and was 
kicked to death by his plunging horse. 

A shaft snapped as Goebel turned 
south from St. Charles ctreet into Ninth 
at 10:30 a. m., and the horse, which he 
had driven for years and considered 
trustworthy, took fright. 

Goebel was 58 years old and weighe 
276 pounds. He was just recoverin 
from an acute attack.of rheumatism 
and could not jump. In endeavoring to 
check the horse he:was jerked over the 
dashboard. 

Women Filed ‘From Runaway. 

The animal, mad with fright, dodged 
along the street, kicking frantically in 
an effort to free itself from the harness. 
Drivers called out a warning to others 
in the street. The shouts drew scores 
to the windows of nearby .office sky- 
scrapers. Men on the street made in- 
effectual efforts to check the horse. 
Women fled into stores and doorways. 

Patrolman Hayhurst, standing at 
Ninth and Olive streets. saw the run- 
away approaching. Waving signals 
with his club to approaching street cars 
to stop, he cleared pedestrians from the 
way and waited near the curb at the 
southeast corner. 

As the horse cleared the tracks on 
Olive street, Hayhurst seized the bridle 
and brought the exhausted animal to a 
halt after a sharp struggle. 


Dead When Horse In Stopped. 

The crowd which had seen the run- 
away assembled, and was rapidly aug- 
mented by others, until several hun- 
dred were gathered about. A physician 
among them pronounced Goebel dead, 
He had been kicked repeatedly in the 
head, stomach and ribs. 

The body was taken to the City Dis- 
pensary, then to the Morgue. 

G0ebel’s wife has dropsy, and is said 
to be dying. She has not been told of 
the accident. He has two grown sons. 

Goebel was one of the most widely 
known men in the butcher business in 
St. Louis. He lived at 276 Montgomery 
street.

Mrs. Ablas was the first to receive the 
oxygen treatment. On the day whe: she 
was taken to the hospital, two and a 
half weeks ago, Dr. Seaman Bainbridge 
had been discussing with Dr. Henry 
Mansfield Silver, the hospital chief sur- 
geon, a theory that oxygen if tried 
would prove a cure for peritonitis. 

Successful First Cane. 

If was but an hour afterward that 
Dr. Silver received the summons to 
make a heroic effort to save the wom- 
an’s life. When he reached her side he 
found she was suffering with genera! 
peritonitis and that her temperature 
was 103 degrees. 

Seeing that the »ld method of draining 
off the bacterial substance in the region 
of the peritoneum would be of no bene- 
fit in her case, he resolved to follow the 
suggestion given by Dr. Bainbridge. 
After an abdominal cut had been made 
and the v treatment given, the 
wound was so sutured that it left room 
for a small tube. This tube+was con- 
nected with a tana of oxygen which was 
run through wat>r to thoroughly purify 
it, and after the flow had continued for 
three minutes the tube was withdrawn. 

Mrs. Abias evincei such remarkable 
improvement from the start that other 
peritonitis su:ferers were similarly 
treated. There are now in the hospital 
focr other persons who were given the 
cure. All have shown improvement 
equally as great as that of Mrs. Abjias, 
and it is expected that when they, too, 
have been in the hospital for two weeks 
and a half t-:y ‘ll be able to go home 
as well as they ever Were.

Queen 
Alexandra, the Duke and Duchess of 
Sparta, the Crown Prince and Princess 
of Sweden, the Duke and Duchess of 
Connaught, the Duchess of Argyll and 
scores of other title bearers were spe.- 
tators. 

The athletes came into the arena 
through twin entrances and drew up 
opposite the royal box and the group 
of Olympic committees. King Eecward 
entered over a path strewn with flow- 
ers and under an awning thet protect- 
ed his royal head from ihe rain. He 
bowed his acknowledgments to the 
vociferous welcome given him 

King Makes Address, 


Lord Desbrough then atenped forward 
and asked the King to formaily open 
the fourth Olympiad. A fanfare of trum- 
pets followed and the King made his 
inaugural address. 

The athletes were all in their scanty 
field garb, grouped as to rations, caci 
carrying its national standard. 

The athietes having taken up »opi- 
tions facing the royal box, the Ameri- 
cans in the center flanked by the “a- 
radians and the Englishmen, Lord Des- 
berough marched up with the members 
of the Executive Committee and xaid: 

“Wil! your Majesty gra¢iously declare 
the Olympic games opened?" 

The King said: 

“T declare the Olympic games of Lon- 
aon open.”’ 

Cheering broke out from all parts of 
the stadium. After the demonstration 
had died down the athletes gave ‘iree 
cheers for his Majesty and _ then 
marched past the royal box. 

The men made a splendid appearance, 
though, unfortunately, the weather pre- 
vented all of the competitors from com- 
ing out in athletic costumes. The 
Americans were among those who wore 
street clothes, but even thus attired the 
size of the men evoked much favorable 
comment. Ralph Rose of the Olympic 
Club, San Francisco, and Lee J. Tal- 
bott of the Irish-American Athletic 
Club and the other giants of the team 
towering over a majority of those whom 
they are to meet. 

Their reception was enthusiastic, as 
large parties of Americans had reserved 
sections of the stand, and when the 
team passed cheered them and waved 
the stars and stripes.

ITS EXPENSES 


Poor Millionaires, in Throes of 
Hard Times, Are Ousting 
Servants. 


NEW YORK, July 13.—As a result of 
the millionaires’ hard times, of which 
Stuyvesant Fish. complained Saturday, 
an investigation today indicates that the 
next’ few months will see a reduction 
of $15,000,000 in household and personal 
expenses of New York's leading mil- 
lionaire families. 

Newspaper and labor organizations 
compilations show a steady increase in 
the prosperity of the farmers and labor- 
ing men of the country. 

A similar Investigation of the condi- 
tions of the ultra rich, however, show 
today that Stuyvesant Fish’s compiaint 
of the hardship involved in living on 
$50,000 a vear, instead of $250,000, finds 
an echo in many Fifth avenue and Riv- 
erside Drive homes 

Figures obtained today show that 
eight representative New York families 
in the 400 will begin Aug. 1 by cutting 
down their living expenses more than 
$1,500,000 a year. How much the New- 
port part of New York society wili 
shave is a mere guess.

HOT SPRINGS, Va July 13.—William 
H. Taft today began his speech ac- 
cepting the Republican nomination for 
the presidency. He will spend the entire 


week at it and will have no visitors. 
The time is not to be devoted to writ- 
ing the speech, but, as Mr. Taft said, 
“to making it short enough.” 

Mr. Taft has completed the oufline of 
his speech and on the subject of the 
principal issues, the injunction plank, 
railroad valuation and the tariff, his 
ideas are well formulated. His speech 
will make the overshadowing issue, De- 
struction vs. Government, . 

The speech will begin with a review 
of the history of the Republican party 
and the vindication of its principles in 
the general prosperity which their appli- 
tation has brvught. He will refer also to 
proof of the integrity of the party_as 
seen in the fulfillment of its promises. 
He will parallel this with a review of 
the past Democratic platforms, policies 
and promises, with a summing up which 
will indict them, especially as reviewed 
in the light of the leadership of Mr. 
Bryan. This leadership, he will say, has 
been Populistic, Soclalistic, demagogic 
and revolutionary. 

Theodore Ro-sevelt will be  recog- 
nized and honored as an instrument in 
awakening the conscience of the na- 
tion to the necessity of honesty in poli- 
ties and business and this awakening, 
Mr. Taft will say, he proposes, if elect- 
ed, to crystallize into laws which will 
strengthen and perpetuate the processes 
of business, upon the one hand, and re- 
duce the possibility of commercial 
wrongs upon the other. 


Sees Government Ownership. 


His discussion of. the Democratic 
plank providing for physical valuation 
of railroads will be statistical and com- 
mercial. He will assert the utter fu- 
tility of such an effort, and will charge 
that its end is the pet theory of Mr. 
Bryan, which, while not directly em- 
bodied in the Democratic platform, is in 
reality government ownership of rail- 
roads. 

In discussing the injunction plank, Mr. 
Taft will insist on the right of indi- 
viduals to make complaint and to have 
hearings, He will say that injunctions 
without notice are useless. 

Mr. Taft will denounce the Democratic 
proposition of submission of contempt 
cases to jury trials as constituting 
within Itself an attempted impeachment 
of the integrity of the judiciary, and 
also as entailing endless complications 
in the solution of labor troubles, which 
will work irreparable injury to those in 
need of immediate relief; namely, the 
labor class. 

Mr. Taft will say that the Democratic 
proposition to put on the free list the 
products of trusts involves the practical 
destruction of the business of the coun- 
try; that the execution of that program 
would close many of our greatest manu- 
factories and fill the country with an 
arhy of unemployed. He will state that 
the difference between the Democratic 
and the Republican parties on this ques- 
tion is the difference between radicalism 
and conservatism. 


Would Eliminate Disease. 


Where the tariff should be reduced, 
the speech will continue, the Republi- 
Can party proposes reduction, but with- 
out regard to the question of schedule 
or of home interests, which questions 
are all involved in our diversified in- 
dustries. Bryanism proposes a whole- 
sale and unqualified destruction of the 
tariff, thus proposing to cure the evils 
growing out of trusts by an application 
of free trade, which simply means the 
killing of the patient to put an end to an 
incidental disease.

TROY, N. J., July 13.-*The body of the 
young woman found Saturday floating 
in Teal’s pond was identified early to- 
day as that of Miss Hazel I. Drew, 
daughter of John Drew of Troy. Identi- 
fication was made through a brooch 
which was found on the waist and a hat 
pin which was found in a black straw 
hat on shore about 20 feet from the 
spot where the body was found. 

It was at first thought that the girl 
might have committed suicide, but this 
theory was dispelled by the autepsy, 
which showed that there was no water 
in the lungs, proving that the young 
woman did not drown, and that her 
skull hau been’ fractured by a heavy 
blow on the back of the head. 

City Scene of Murder, 

It is supposed that the murder oc- 
curred at some other place, possibly in 
this city, and that the body was taken 
to the pond, which is secluded and 
lonely, and thrown into the water with 
the intention of having the case appear 
as one of suicide. 

Miss Drew was 19 years old and at- 
tractive. 

Miss Drew had been missing from 
home since July 4. Following the au- 
topsy, physicians declared that murder 
was the second crime against the girl. 
The police are seeking a man who was 
seen with the young woman July 4. 

Chris Carpe, proprietor of a hotel near 
Teal’s Pond, which is 10 miles from 
Troy, has reported that the night of 
July 4 an automobile without fights Was 
driven rapidly past his establishment 
toward the pond. The occupants were 
two men_and two women. 

Passe, Body Several Days, 

Detectives incline to the belief that 
Hazel Drew’s body was in the machine, 
which also contained the slayer or slay- 
ers. 

The girl’s body was found by Gilbert 
Miller, who passed the place daily. Sev- 
eral days ago he noticed what he 
thought was a bundle in the water, but 
paid no attention to it. Finally his curi- 
osity was so excited that he ntshed out 
the body, and identification was fur- 
nished by the initials, ‘‘H. I. D.,’’ on the 
brooch.

Were awakened and scared him away. 


Me dropped Mrs. Plum’s body in a ditch 
Weside the track and ran. 

‘é Returning to the scene of his crime, 
he crawled into his bunk, where he was 
Arrested half an hour later by Marshal

Threats Against Negro. 

Fifty employes. of the show, whose

@way, threatened violence to Wilson 
and he was hurried to the Carthage 
Jail for safe keeping. 

Here he made a statement in which he 
gaid that Mrs. Plum attacked him with 
@ butcher knife and that he killed her 
in self-defense. 

“IT was afraid I would be lynched and 
I tied a rope around her neck and ran 
down the track,”’ he said. 

Examination of the body by physi- 
Clans has fully established the motive 
for the negro’s brutal attack. It shows 
that Mrs. Plum battled with the negro 
fin defense of her honor and was over- 
core.

Marshal Barnard, who was at the 
show grounds, arrested all of the ne- 
Groes employed there. 

Miller, half crazed by fear that it was 
his wife who had been murdered, led 
@ party to the sleeping car. They found 
Mrs. Plum's compartment empty and 
Strewn with evidences of the attack. 

Wilson was found in his bunk, feign- 
ing sleep. He was accused of killing 
Mrs. Plum and admitted it, but would 
Make no further statement at that time. 
Members of the circus party pleaded

Osler, the Oxford instructor, who in an 
address at Johns Hopkins University in 
1905 was widely quoted as saying that 
man’s best usefulness was past at 40 
and-that most men ought to be chloro- 
formed at 60, entered upon his sixtieth 
year yesterday. 

Did he call for the chloroform bottle 
and give his instructions as to the kind 
of epitapth he wanted? 

No, not he. He called for coffee and 
rolls, remarked that it was a fine day 
and read all the politics in the morning 


papers. Then he dressed himself for 
church and: walked to the house of wor- 
ship. 

Now, it appears that Dr. Osler is 
about to enter a contest with Winston 
Churchill and George Wyndham, former 
chief secretary for Ireland for the Lord 
Rectorship of the University of Edin- 
burgh. The race is scheduled for next 
November, and it is understood Dr. Os- 
ler ig to begin training at once. 

Since the contestants are not to carry 
weight for’age, Dr. Osler is believed to 
have a fine chance to defeat the others. 
In any event, he is said to have an- 
nounced that if he is a loser he will 
not permit his defeat to dampen his 
ardor for other work. 

Dr. Osler Eats His Words. 

English sporting blood has now cooled 
as a result of Dr. Osler’s announcement 
of his candidacy for the headship of 
Edinburgh University. As Dr. Osler’s 
birthday approached it was recognized 
that he must either drink chlororom or 
eat his words and many pounds sterl- 
ing were wagered on the turn. Dr. 
Osler, having dined comfortably on his 
words, will now, his friends hope, dine 
comfortably on Wyndham and Churchill. 

However, it is realized that if he 
wants to beat them to Edinburgh he will 
have to leg it. And it is also realized 
that if he once gets on the raised dais 
at the university he will have to sit 
tight to stay on it. 

But since he thinks it worth while to 
try, it seems quite reasonable to sup- 
pose that nothing is further from his 
thoughts than the chloroform phial. 


The entrance of Dr. Osler upon his 
sixtieth year of life calls attention to 
the fact that there are many men who, 
since 1905, when his chloroform theory 
Was promulgated, have distinguisiied 
themselves, beyond the age of three- 
score. Among them are:

Rear Admiral Robley D. Evans, who, 
at the age of 61, in the fall of 1907, took 
the American battleship fleet from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific, on schedule 


time, without injury™te a single vessel. 

Justice David J. J. Brewer of the 
United States Supreme Court, who, by 
his speeches throughout the country 
when 70 years of age, did much to 
thwart the third-term movement for 
Roosevelt. 

John D. Rockefeller, who, when 67, 
laid out his $33,000,000 General Education 
Board scheme of college endowments. 

Mrs. Russell Sage, who, when well 

st 60, fell heir to the vast fortune 
accumulated by her husband, has estab- 
lished the Sage Foundation, with an en- 
dowment of $10,000,000, for sociological 
research, and vies with Miss Helen 
Gould in the variety of her benefac- 
tions and the industry with which they 
are promoted. - 

Mark Twain, who, though past 72, is 

an indefatigable literary worker. - He 
keeps a secretary and an amanuensis 
constantly busy. 
Andrew Carnegie, when past 70, 
planned his $10,000,000 teachers’ founda- 
tion, and added materially to the ef- 
fectiveness of the Carnegie Institute at 
Washington.

John F. Waters, a former member of 
the House of Delegates, committed sui- 
cide a day after “‘Rudy” Schaefer, an- 
other former delegate, 
death in a squalid attic. 

Both Waters and Schaefer were pros- 
perous, and, to an extent, prominent in 
their earlier years.

Waters Took Morphine.

He 
named as this one his adepted daughter, 
Mrs. R. M. Costello of 6210 Maple ave- 
nue. 

Waters was 68 years old, a few years 
younger than Schaefer. He had board- 
ed only a few days at the Grady home. 
He served in the House of. Delegates 
in the eighties and subsequently held 
minor political offices, the last being 
a turnkey’s job at a police station. 

He is survived by a daughter, Mrs. 
Harvey W. Allen of Cheyenne, Wyo. 

In a letter left by Waters he de- 
nounces a man named “Mike,’”” whom 
he aceuses of circulating derogatory 
stories.

OUGHT TO BE LYNCHED 





Man Suspected of Murder of 
East St. Louis Photographer 
Is Still Missing. 





Declaring that she wished she had 
been killed, instead of A. J. Magi)l, Mrs. 
Susie Brogan told the Post-Dispatch 
Monday that she hoped her husband, 
who is suspected by the police of East 
St. Louls of the murder, would be cap- 
tured and hanged. 

“I understand that if my husband 
had been caught right after the killing 
of Magill he would have been lynched. 
I wish he had been lynched,"’ she ex- 
claimed, in her home, 1319 Illinois ave- 
nue, East St. Louis. 

Givens Brogan, her husband, has been 
missing from home since Magill was 
shot and killed Saturday afternoon, in 
his photograph gallery, in the Victor 
Building, East St. Louis. 

Mrs. Brogan and her 18-year-old son, 
George, were alone Mm their home Mon- 
day, and tal«ed of the tragedy. The boy 
Was an anxious as his mother to have 
his father caught. " 

Son Fears for His Mother. 

“As long as he is at HNberty, I am 
afraid he will come back here and kill 
mother,”’ he said. “I wish they would 
catch him.” 

“Of course, I know that my husband 
killed Magill,’’ said Mrs. Brogan. ‘‘I 
wish he had killed me instead of that 
young man. He was innocent. I might 
as well be dead as disgraced this way. 
And anyway my husband has killed al! 
the joy and hope there is in life for me. 
He killed that years ago. He had bet- 
ter have killed my body than to have 
killed all the pleasures in life for me. 
Talk about divorce and its evils. Oh, 
how I wish I had gone years ago and 
got a divorce from him. I might have 
been happy now. 

“My life has been a perfect hell,”’ she 
continued. ‘I expect there are thou- 
sands of women who are living just 
such lives as I did with my husband. 
To all of them I say go and get a di- 
vorce. Don't live a lie any longer. 

Had a Violent Temper. 

“IT never should have married my hus- 
band in the first place. Ouf ways were 
never alike. Our paths diverged from 
the very start. 

“Five times he has thrown me out of 
doors, once at the point of a revolver. 
He has thrown enough dishes at me 
and broken enough of them to start a 
crockery store. He has choked me and 
he has cursed me. It was nothing but 
curses and fault-{inding and nagging 
and abuse for 21 years, and, to cap it 
all, he has brought disgrace upon me by 
assuming that I was improperly inti- 
Mate with Magill, a thing of which I am 
innocent, so help me God.” 

Old Before Her Time. 

“Look at Me now, a poor woman, old 
Ddeforg her time, my face wrinkled, my 
health gone, a wreck of what I once 
‘Was."’ 

And Mrs. Brogan stood and held out 
ber hands. 

"You wouldn't think to look at me 
mew and see these squalid surroundings 
that I was ever attractive and refined, 
and that I loved music and pretty things 
and company, but I did. I was full of 
life and I loved company, but he was 
morose and jealous, and moped around 
and never took me anywhere. -He had 
no friends. He hasn't a friend on earth. 
And I, true to my marriage vows, stuck 
te him through the miserable life, be- 
Heving it was my duty to do so. Qh, I 
hope they will cacth him and hang 
him." . 

Bhe asked if she would testify 
against him. 

Will Tell All She Kaowa. 

“Will 1?” and she sprang to her feet, 
“Oh, how I would love to tell all I 
mow if it would only put him behina 
the bars or hang him. I know enough. 
It was him that killed Magill. He 
threatened to do it. I will tell it all 
if tney ever catch him. I hy 5) him now. 
For 21 years he has bullied and abused 
me and I have stood it like a dog that 
licks your hand when you strike it. But 
now it is.different. Now that he has 
done thie dreadful thing I want to help 
crush him. I could gee him burned alive 
and laugh at his cries. Yes, sir, I 
would like to see him burned alive.” 

“In all my 21 years of married life 
I never had a word of love or sympathy 
Sf my husband. Just think of that, 

ii you, and then wonder if you can 
why I wish that he had killed me in- 
etead of that young man. 

“Nothing but abuse and curses for 21 
years. Never one -ord of kindness or 
appreciation. I never cooked a mea! 
to suit him. Everything I did was 
wrong. Oh, what a fool, and I stood 
it all to keep down the disgrace that a 
divorce might have brought.” 

There, there, mother, you mustn't 
get excited,” said her son, soothingly. 
“I know you are a good woman and 4 
good mother and we will pack up and 
gO GWay and forget father and we wil!

WASHINGTON, July 13. 
ILLIAM H. TAFT will poll a 
W heavy vote for President in at 
least one Government depart- 

ment. 

Secret service men, who have found 
their duties at the White House more 
like a series of Olympic games than 
ordinary sleuthing, are pulling hard 
for Taft. If he is elected they expect to 
break training, and, instead of Mara- 
thon racing around Washington in the 
wake of a President who can’t open his 
mail until he has climibed the Wash- 
ington Monument or taken a constitu- 
tional of some 20 miles in the country, 
they figure on settling down to a life 
of ease, with nothing to do but. keep 
the chief executive alive. 

So long as the President remains in 
Washington there is little real danger 
from cranks, and until Roosevelt be- 
came President the secret service men 
considered the White House assignment 
a sort of vacation. In those peaceful 
days a secret service man was just a 
secret service man; no champion long- 
distance swimmers or bareback-riding 
experts or trained trapeze performers 
were on the force. After seven years of 
Roosevelt, however, there now are two 
or three men in the secret service who 
can do any kind of an athletic stunt, 
from the pole vault to the dip of 
death. 

The Two Champions. 


Two of the best-trained men in the 
service are Jimmy Sloan and Joe Mur- 
p.y, who have been Mr. Roosevelt's 
bodyguards practically ever since he 
has been in the White House. Sloan 
claims the long-distance walking rec- 
ord of the service, while Murphy avers 
he has taken more fencts on horseback 
while he was guarding the President 
than any detective since fences were 
built. 


When the President goes to Oyster 
Bay, Sloan and Murphy are two of the 
busiest sleuths in the country. In ad- 
dition to their field-day exercise they 
take on police duties, such as patrolling 
the grounds about Sagamore Hill day 
and night. In Washington the regular 
bluecoats watch the executive mansion 
and grounds, but at Oyster Bay the 
police force sometimes has an arrest to 
make, and, as he can’t be in the vil- 
lage and at the President’s summer 
home at the same time, he relies upon 
the secret service men to keep cranks 
away from the President.

Running Schedule Varies. 


Roosevelt's athletic program varies 
every day. His bodyguards never know 
whether he is to begin with a 20-mile 
tyamp, a bucking broncho or a swim 
across the Potomac. And at any time 
during the day he is apt to drop all his 
affairs of state, poke his head out of 
the window and shout to a subordinate: 


‘“‘Where’s the biggest tree outside of 
Washington?”’ 

“Thirty miles out, on the Klank road.” 

“Bring me a horse and an ax. I'll 
ride out and chop it down.” 

Then either Sloan or Murphy must 
leap on a horse and bump along behind 
the President, while he skims out coun- 
try roads as fast as his horse Can run. 

Mr. Taft weighs 300 pounds. He ex- 
ercises like he eats, moderately and sys- 
tematically. A 20-mile horseback ride 
for him would be a matter for the at- 
tention of the Society for the Preven- 
tion of Cruelty to Animals. He can’t 
walk far without ‘“‘winding’”’ himself, 
and if he should plunge into the river 
for a swim he would splash water all 
over the city. 

Therefor: the secret service men are 
for him. They are the original Taft 
men.

Judge Kinsey Decides Against 
~ Hér in Suit for a Dower 
Interest. 





TWICE BROUGHT CLAIM 





Plaintiff Declares She Married 
Laclede J. Howard at De- 
catur, Ill., in 1883. 





Judge Kinsey decided Monday that 
Mrs. Mary Leafgreen is not entitled to 
a dower interest in and a widow's al- 
lowance out of the estate of Laclede J, 
Howard, 

The estate is estimated to be worth 
from $200,000 to $500,000. 

Once before Mrs. Leafgreen’s claim to 
being the widow of Mr. Howard was de- 
cided adversely to her. This decision 
was handed down by Judge Crews in 
the Probate Court when Mrs. Leafgreen 
presented a claim for an allowance 
against the estate. From Judge Crews’ 
decision Mrs. Leafgreen appealed to the 
Circuit Court. 

Mrs. Leafgreen was married in De- 
catur, Il., in 1883, to a man named Hen- 
ry Howard. It was her contention that 
this man was in reality Laclede J. 
Howard. she testified that the How: 

ard she married deserted her a few 
days after the wedding, but that she 
met him in St. Louis about January, 
19038, and recognized him as Laclede J. 
Howard. 

Laclede Howard died a few months 
after this alleged meeting, in April, 
1903. 

Married Miller, Not Howard, 

The defense introduced evidence 
tending’ to. show that Thomas Jefferson 
Miller, Mayor of Tumwater, Wash., is 
the man who married Mrs. Leafgreen 
under the name of Howard. Samples 
of the writing of Miller and Laclede J. 
Howard were presented in evidence. 

In his decision Judge Kinsey says 
that a comparison of these specimens 
of penmanship with the writing of Hen- 
ry Howard on the marriage certificate 
aided him in reaching a decision. 

Laclede Howard's widow died a.short 
time after him. The entire estate went 
to their daughter, Francis Marion 
Howard, now aged 16. 

George S. Johnson was the attorney 
for the estate and John J. O’Connor for 
Mrs. Leafgreen.

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Tibet’s Ruler a Professional 
Visitor Since Whites Des- 
ecrated City. 


IS HEAD OF BUDDHISTS 





No City Wants Him, but All 
Have to Pretend They’re 
Glad to See Him. 





PEKIN, July 13.—Just because an 
English army officer desecrated the 
holy city of Lhassa, in Thibet, by put- 


ting his foot in it, many cities in China, 7, id 


have been forced to entertain a caller 
who brings a retinue of about 1000 with 
him, and they have been forced to pre- 
tend that they like it. 

In the spring of 1904 Col. Sir Francis 
Edward Younghusband of the British 
army led a British column over the 
mountain passes of the Himalayas and 
fought his way into Lhassa. 

In the eyes of all true Buddhists this 


was desecration, and ever since then the 


Dalai Lama, the head of the Buddhist 
faith and ruler of Thibet, has been a 
wanderer over Northern China. He 
would not stay in his city after the 
feet of infidels had trodden its sacred 
streets. 

Accompanied by his retinue he started 
6n his wanderings through China and 
Mongolia, an expensive and unwelcome 
guest at the various cities where he 
elected to stop. Now the Lama is com- 
ing to Pekin, where, as a matter of fact, 
he will be no more welcome than he was 
at Urga, in. Mongolia; at Si Ming, in 
Kansuh, and at Pai Yum Fu, in Shansi. 

Welcomed Politically. 

Political expedient, however, will 
make it necessary for the Chinese au- 
thorities to receive him with a show of 
great courtesy, but they will do their 
utmost to persuade him to return to 
Lhassa, and if they can once get him 
to start for home they will send along 
a numerous force to troops to see that 
he reaches there without stopping un- 
duly on the way. 

The Lama has taken his travels ser- 

fjously. The pomp with which he travels 
is perhaps fitting for the head of all 
the Buddhists, but to entertain such a 
host has been both expensive and trov- 
blesome for the Chinese officials upon 
whom the Lama has descended and de- 
manded hospitality in the name of his 
higu office. 

The position of thg Dalai Lama in 
the Buddhist church resembles that of 
the Pope in the Christian world. 

The present Dalai Lama is more im- 
portant politically than has been the 
ruler of Tibet at any time since the 
country was annexed to China in 1720. 
He is thought to distrust China deeply 
on account of her inability in 1904-05 
to protect Tibet from British India and 
herself from Japan and Russia, and he 
is accused of intriguing with Russia on 
this account. 

His Name a Mystery. 

China perceives the need of reor- 
ganizing Mongolia and Tibet. She is 
confronted with the necessity of serv- 
ing and garrisoning many thousand 
miles of border line in order to forestall 
frontier’ complications. 

The Dalai Lama is 32 years of age and 
is the thirteenth ruler of the Buddhist 
church. His personality is shrouded in 
mystery and not even his name is 
known. He is said to be obstinate and 
the throne does not expect an easy 
time in getting him to do what it wants 
done.. 

His retinue consists of priests, per- 
gona! servitors, high officials of the 
church and a motely crowd of doubtful 
looking soldiers armed wit» rifles. One 
of these men deciared to a-Chinese 
commissioner that he was a Russian. 
The officials of the large cities which 
the Lama has visited say it takes about 
$5,000 to entertain him and his retain- 
ers for a single day. 

At Tai Yuen Fu, the governor of 
Shansi province supplied him with 600 
horses, a large number of cattle and 
quantities of milk, charcoal, tea, beans 
and fodder. He requisitions similar sup- 
plies for each stage of his journey,

LATEST FROM THE BLOOD DRINKERS. 

Because Japan is negotiating for the purchase 
of Brazil's warships it is gravely stated at Wash- 
ington that the President will call Congress in 
extra session to provide immediately for the con- 
struction of eight new Dreadnaughts and that, if 
necessary, he will “resort to.drastic means in 
bringing about a speedy increase in the fighting 
ships of the navy.” 

Of course, no Roosevelt story would be com- 
plete without a threat of some sort, and so in 
this case the blood drinkers at the capital wish 
it to be understood that, if all other resources 
fail, the President will proceed to build the bat- 
tleships which he calls for with his own hands 
and at his own expense. 

While there has been a great deal of violence 
and jingoism in Mr. Roosevelt's words and deeds, 
there igs no reason to believe that he is demented 
or that he intends during the few months of 
power that remain to him to manifest any crimi- 
nal propensities. 

Bluster and menace do more to provoke war 
than injustice and greed. A great navy is a de- 
fense against designing enemies beyond the seas, 
but if it becomes too much of an institution it 
may also become a source of danger at home. 
The temperament and the policies of Mr. Roose- 
velt have encouraged the swashbucklers in the 
service so that they now not only bully foreign 
nations but threaten their own countrymen with 
usurpation. 

No warships will be built without the order 
of Congress. Why should the naval jingoes be 
permitted to involve us in hostilities with friend- 
ly peoples without sanction from the war-making 
power?

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PUBLIC SERVICE OR PETTY PIQUE. 

Of more direct importance to the people of 
St. Louis than several presidencies, the bill for 
the creation of a Public Service Commission will 
come before the Council tomorrow for action. 
It has passed the House with amendments which, 
whether wholly agreeable or not, should not be 
permitted to stand in the way of its adoption. 

The State law of which this commission is to 
be the first expression was passed more than a 
year ago. It confers extraordinary powers upon 
the city in the matter or regulating public service 
corporations. As nothing has been done without 
a commission, it is reasonable to hope that 
with such a body in existence, even though it 
may not be ideal in all respects, something may 
be accomplished with its assistance.

THEODORA AND JUSTINIAN. 








An Actress Who Married an i

HE Roman capital of Constanti- 
T nople in 525 A. D. was aghast at 
the news that the Consul, Justin- 
ian (nephew and heir to the Emperor 
Justin I) was to marry Theodora, the 
farce-comedy actress whose clever per- 
formances at the “Circus’’ had = for 
years set the city in a roar of laugh- 
ter. 

For an Emperor’s heir to make an 
actress his wife was not only scanda- 
lous, but illegal as well. People began 
to inquire into Theodora’s past life. 
Many of the facts they dug up were 
of too unsavory a nature to bear repe- 
tition. But they learned also that she 
was one of the three daughters of a 
brutal fellow who had been keeper of 
the wild bears in the menagerie under 
the Circus building. When Theodora 
wag only 7 her father had died. The 
child was an impish, gay little crea- 
ture with a genius for mimicry. So she 
had been put on the stage. She could 
not sing or dance, but she was a born 
comedian. She grew to womanhood, 
small, thin and pale. Scarcely the sort 
of girl to attract the attention of the 
Emperor's nephew. 

Rome, since the days of Nero, had 
grown so great in size and wealth that 
it had at leet split in two because of 
its own unwieldy bulk, and was di- 
vided into the Eastern and Western em- 
pires. The Western Empire (with the 
city of Rome as its capital) was soon 
overrun by barbarian tribes. But the 
Eastern Empire flourished for many 
centuries, Justin I, a Dacian peasant, 
had fought his way up from the ranks 
to the command of the army. Then he 
had made himself Emperor and had 
proclaimed Justinian his heir. Justin- 
ian was a wise man, but lacking in 
firmness. The sort of a man that a 
clever woman could manage to suit her- 
self. Theodora- won his love and point- 
ed out to him a plan by which they 
too might become Emperor and Em- 
press. His uncle's wife, the Empress 
Euphemia, sternly forbade the match. 
But this did not long stand in Theo- 
dora’s way. For EBuphemia died rather 
suddenly. Justin was old and as 
much under Justinian’s influence as th? 
latter Was under Theodora’s. 

The rest was plain sailing. Justin was 
persuaded to set aside the law forbid- 
ding a prince to marry an actress. Theos 
dora and Justinian, thus were married in 
525, when the girl was only seventeen, 
Two years later Justin died. Theovora 
made her husband, the new Emperor. 
crown her as Empress. Then she pro- 
ceeded to do the Hon'’s share of the 
ruling, interfering and having her way 
in nearly all state affairs. The civilized 
world was thus for a time swayed by 
an actress’ whims. Nor was she as bad 
en Empress as her early life would 
have seemed to forecast. She aided her 
husband to frame the celebrated “Justine 
lan Code” of laws and in many Ways 
helped make his reign great. 

She attracted some notoriety by de- 
Claring herself the champion of wives 
whose husbands sought to divorce them, 
and she started besides a sort of 
royal “marriage bureau.” Matchmaking 
was her fad. And certainly no one could 
have set a brighter example from her 





OWN success along that line. Justinian’s 





love for her did not cool as the years 
went by. And she probably made hima 
fairly good wife. 

Once when revolutionists seized Con- 
stantinople and clamored at the palace 
gates Justinian was wild with fear and 
decided to creep to the seashore unob- 
served and save his life by flight. Then 
it was that Theodora threw away the 
diplomatic tactics by which she had won 
and managed her husband. For once in 
her life she let him feel the lash of her 
scorn, and couched her speech in the 
language of the stage instead of that 
of the stately court. She bade him fly 
if he chose to, but told him that death 
was nobler for a monarch than exile, 
and vowed that she would not stir from 
her throne, preferring, as she said. to 
“make empire her winding sheet.” Jus- 
tinian, stung into courage, stuck to his 
post, and thereby saved his crown 
Once only he is said to have taunted her 
in anger with her humble parentage. 
She is reported to have answered that 
her father was quite as well born as her 
husband’s grandfather, who haa been 
a rude peasant. 

Indeed, few dared to remind Theodora 
of her past. She had a way of putting to 
death persons who brought up the sub- 
ject. For twenty-three years this strange 
pair of lovers governed most of the 
civilized world. Then, at the age of 
forty, Theodora died. Tne generally ac- 
cepted story of her fate is that she fell 
victim to cancer. But some authorities 
hint that she tried to “manage” her 
elderly husband once too often and 
without her earlier tact, and that he, 
in a fit of rage, had her beheaded.

TERRORS OF A GIRL’S FATHER. 


A Curious Essay by a Writer in the Express of London, England. 





‘“‘He that hath wife and children hath given hostages te fortune.” 
— Bacon, ; ’ 
rar OY or girl?” I inquired of the happy father. “Boy,” said he, his face 
radiant, his expression that of a man who would be chatméd to give 
you the halfof his kingdom: and he added: “I thank all the stars 
for this great mercy of a boy.” “Why?" quoth I; whereupon the happy father 
made me this discourse: 

A girl or two (said he) is all very Well at first; you hope for better luck. 
But when a third is added to the first pair, and you sit in the gloaming and 
think of the future, terrifying. visions rise before your eyes. You see yourself 
an old man leaning on a staff, with your three, four, five or six old maid 
daughters grouped about you. Or you see yourself a lonely old man, bereft 
by marriage of all your lambs; and you do not flatter yourself that every one of 
them will make a happy match. Again you see your 4Aaughters, while still 
young, fathériess, fighting against the world. And then you almost hope that 
there may be no more children; so dread are the fears of the father of girls. 

Whether it were a greater trial to have six married or six unmarried 
daughters depends, of course, on the daughters: generally, the greater trial is 
to have the daughters at home. Mothers at least cling to the idea that daugh- 
ters who do not marry are failures, ; 

The future of a boy holds small terrors to a father. He will look after 
himself, whatever betides. He has his father’s spirit; he will carve his way 
to the front. If you have no money put by for the boy, in case you may be 
called to another place where you Way no longer support him—it is not «a 
fearful thought. The boy, you say, will be the better man for having te 
meke his own future. 

But the future of your girls—how terrifying is the thought of it! What 
agony of mind a father must suffer when he tries to lift the vell of Time te 
seo what shall become of his daughters. And if it be that he has no moe; 
put by to insure them against want, his days are likely to be haunted by 
the fear that one day they may be thiown protectoriess to the world, 

Your girl, thrown to the merciless monster world, is likely enough te 
know the pangs of hunger, to bruise her hands knocking at the door ef every 
overcrowded labor mart. 

At last she gains work, and what then? Very long hours and very smell 
wages will doubtless be her lot. She becomes, perhaps, @ tea-girl, serving for 
10, 12 or 14 hours a day in an underground cavern, airless, suniess, reeking 
with tobacco smoke, , 

Without a thorough training in some specialized branch of woman's work, 
you realize that your daughter's chances of earning a living are exceeding- 
ly risky, depending largely on influence, or luck, or looks, 

Thoughts like these come crowding upon the father of girls, who is hard 
put to it to support himself and his young family. They come as he is looking 
with doting eyes upon his darling baby girl, a vision of tnnocéent loveliness; 
as he watches her dressing her dolls, dancing over the lawn, or starting out, 
a prim little dainty figure, in a new poke-bonnet, for church. 80 weak is 4 
woman, so strong is the world. 

The only grain of comfort Is that women nave learnt wonderfully to look 
after themselves during the past 2 years. 

But in vain the father tries to lift the vell of the future. Whether he will 
live long or die young, whether he ,will be able to provide for his giris, or 
must soon go bankrupt—he does not know. Trade is bad; his business ia 
particular is risky. It may be—but then again. * * * 

And so gradually there arises side by side with his great fears and his little 
hopes a new strong hope, which grows steadily overtops his fears, and be 
comes the tower on which he leans all his heavy burdens. It is the hope 
that his daughter may marry. He throws his heart in the scales of hope 
and fear on the ‘side wherein the mother’s heart has been from the beginning. 

The daughter may make a good match and may live happily ever after. 
Then she must be educated well, must be trained in all arts of coquetry, must 
dress finely, must attract attention. This means money. The father works at 
money-making harder than ever, and as fast as money is made he spends it 
upon his daughter, and upon the family’s appearance, He has no money to 
spare for a provident fund. 

Whatever the outcome, the moral is as clear as daylight. A father of 
daughters ought from the day of their birth to put by every penny that ¢an. 
be spared to make secure provision at the earliest possible moment for his 
daughters’ future. Every spare penny, halfpenny, and farthing ought to te 
put aside until, for each daughter, he has amassed a capital of one thousand 

pounds.

NEW YORK, July 13.—Unless there is 
a radical change for the better in the 
present condition of affairs on the turf 
and the prospects of big stakes next 
season are assured by favorable legisla- 
tion of court decisions, James R. Keene 
will make a departure from his estab- 
lished line of conducting his breeding 


farm and racing stables and sell all his 
horses instead of racing them. He will 
ship to England each year nearly all 
the produce of Castleton stud, reserving 
only five or six yearlings for his own 
use on the local tracks.

Winter Outlook Brightens. 
The announcement that a chain of 


winter racetracks will be opened this 
winter was received joyously. by horse- 
men. Winter racing has become such 
a part of the sport that there are many 
owners who now devote all their at- 
tention to it in excfusion to that offered 
in the summer. Men like James Mc-

RESCUERS LEFT BEHIND 


Men in Rowboat Fail to Over- 
take Sky Sailor, but Sail- 
boat Saves Him. 





By Leased Wire from the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


‘NEW YORK, July 13.—More than 100,- 
000 spectators who last evening crowded 
the board walks and the sands from 
Coney Island to Manhattan Beach saw 
Charles K. Hamilton, the young aero- 
naut, go up with almost: rocket-like 
swiftness in his new airship, the 
“Brighton” from Brighton Beach Park. 
And with almost the swiftness of a 
rocket’s stick they saw him drop into 
the blue waves of the Atlantic off the 
Manhattan Beach Hotel only a few mo- 
ments later. 

It was one of the most startling ex- 
hibitions that hed ever been witnessed 
in that region of startling things, for 
after the airship had dropped to the 
surface of the water amazed onlookers 
saw it skim along on its basket for 
. More than 200 yards while four muscular 
oarsmen in a sharp prowed Whitehall 
boat straind in vain to overtake it and 
rescue Hamilton. 

That the aeronaut was saved, was 
due, primarily, to his own presence of 
mind in straddling the bamboo basket 
of the airship and, second, to the skil- 
ful work of Rear Commodore Pdward 
Moran, of the Jamaica Bay Yacht Club, 
who brought his forty footer, the Morro, 
under the lee of the wrecked balloon. 

When the airship was released at 
6:20 p. m., it shot straight up in the 
air with almost incredible swiftness un- 
til it had attained an altitude of 1000 
feet. The 12-horse power electric motor 
Whirling the propeller at 350 revolu- 
tions a minute, did not appear to have 
the least effect in driving the airship, 
for it rose to its greatest height direct- 
ly over its starting point. 

Then the propeller began to be of use 
und the airship slowly moved off in a 
southeasterly direction over the ocean, 
While the thousands of spectators wifo 
watched it over a distance of five miles, 
Jheered until they were hoarse. 

The Brighton was some five h:néred 
yurds off shore and opposite the Man- 
hattan Beach Hotel when the sprocket 
‘hain of thé motor snapped, and it is 
Supposed that it flew upward and tore 
a hole in the gas envelope. Anyway, 
a hole four inches in diameter was 
‘ripped in the bag. The motor stopped 
suddenly and the airship dived for the 
ocean almost as swiftly as it had risen. 

Rowboat Chases Airship. 

A great cry went up from the throngs 
on the beaches when they witnessed the 
sudden drop of the balloon. It sank al- 
- Most like a plummet until it was within 
100 feet of the water. Then the wind 
Caught it and caused it to strike the 
Water obliquely. 

Hamilton had retained his presence of 
mind, and straddling the basket, he 
made a trumpet of his hands and called 
to the four oarsmen in the Whitehall, 
who had been stationed off shore in 
anticipation of an accident. 

Then the spectators witnessed a singu- 
lar chase. The bamboo basket, despite 
the weight of the electric motor, ap- 
peared to skim along the surface of the 
water, the collapsed envelope acting as 
& sail to help it on its way. It was out- 
stripping the oarsmen, straining at the 
oars as they did. With help almost with- 
in reach, Hamilton in his airship was 
being carried to sea. 

It was at this peint that Rear Com- 
modore Moran took a hand. When 
Hamilton had been hauled aboard the 
yacht his airship was landed at the foot 
of Twenty-fourth street, Sheepshead 
Bay.

BABY HAD  APPENDICITIS 


Infant of Twenty Months Dies 
After Surgical Operation. 


WEST CHESTER, Pa., July 13.—The 
youngest patient ever operated upon for 
appendicitis at the Chester County Hos- 
pital and probably in the State, waa 
little Lillian Muzante, daughter of An- 


thony Muzante, but it proved of no avail 
and she died after suffering. The child 
was but 20 months old. 

The baby was taken ill with what ap- 
peared to be ordinary stomach trouble, 
but grew rapidly worse, and was taken 
to the hospital. After a careful X-ray 
examination the baby was found to be 
suffering from appendicitis in an ad- 
vanced stage and an operation was de- 
termined upon. 

A Philadelphia . specialist was sum- 
moned and performed the operation in 
the afternoon, when it was discovered 
that the appendix had burst. Even then 
the physicians held io the belief that 
life could be saved, but peritonitis de- 
veloped and death ensued.

MARKET STRONG 


Cable Advices and Reports of 
Bad Crops in Northwest 
Contribute. 








The grain market opened strong Mon- 
day, with an advance of a cent on 
wheat over Saturday's close. ' 

The opening. price for September 
wheat was 88%, and before noon it 
crawled up by steady gradations of an 
eighth of a cent to 90%, with the tone 
strong. 

Reports of black mist in North Da- 
kota were given some credit for the 
bull movement, together with the strong 
higner cable reports, small world ship- 
ments and strong markets in America 
Saturday. The advance in Liverpool 
was from 4, to 1%d. In addttion to the 
strong cables the prospect of a large 
decrease in the visible supply of wheat 
in America helped to stiffen the market. 
Unfavorable reports of spring wheat in 
the Northwést were received. The 
weather contiuues dry but is cooler. 

The amount of wheat on ocean wpas- 
sage last week was 26,560,000 bushels, as 
against 29,224,000 bushels the week Le-. 
fore, and 33,163,000 bushels during the 
same period last year. 

The amount of wheat flour on ocean 
passage list week was 26,569,000 bushels 
as compared to 29,224.00 bushels the 
week before and 33,169,000 a year ago. 

Corn opened firm, but there was lit- 
tle change of prices during the early 
hours, Receipts were only fair, and 


the weather reports are favorable for 
the growing crop.
